
The American Widgeon. 

(MARECA AMERICANA—COUES.) 

1(Y HKCAPI'EH. 

This sprightly and toothsome duck, which to some is known by 
the name of Widgeon, and to others as the Baldpate, breeds gen¬ 
erally, though sparingly, throughout the United States, and 
abundantly in the Northwestern territories. 

It is one of tile most common and plentiful of all of the ducks 
on the Delaware river and its adjacent meadows, and although in¬ 
ferior in size to the dusky duck, the mullard, and the red neck— 
all of which are found on the abuve river—is much sought after 
by tlie local gunners. 

Oil the Chesapeake it abounds and keeps company with the 
canvasback, whicli latter duck it is said to rob of its food. I am 
told that on those waters, it is considered the wildest of all the 
ducks found there, which, if true, is certainly a very wide departure 
from Its ordinary habits here ill New Jersey. With us,—unless 
much persecuted,—it is One of the tamest of water-fowl, not be¬ 
ing excluded in this respect, except by the blue-winged teal. 
With ua, the widgeon seems more in the habit of frequenting 
shallow ponds and submerged meadows, than the open river; 


lantlc coasts, the widgeon is quite common, though not very 
ahuudant. I am told that they do not make much stay there, but 
soon move ou. Wlieu in full breeding plumage, the adult male 
widgeon is one of our handsomest iuluud ducks, ranking, In my 
estimation, second to the Summer duck, which last Is generally 
considered the handsomest of all our wild fowl, whetbei belonging 
to salt or fresh water. Dr. Coucs, In his “Birds of the North¬ 
west,” states that he found young widgeon not yet. able to fly, so 
late us the middle of September, when lie was In Northern Dakota 
and Montana. 

Of course, these could hardly he the birds that make their ap¬ 
pearance with other water fowl, among us, so early as the first of 
October. All those who are here at that, time, must either be 
the earlier hatched broods, or else they must have been bred much 
nearer to us. As a table bird, the widgeon of our streams and 
rivers, is pretty hard to beat In the llavoraud juciness of Its flesh; 
and I am told that by the residents along the Chesapeake, it is 
preferred even to the canvasback. 

As above stated, it Is frequently found, with us, In company 
with the pintails, or spiigtails, as they are here called; but 1 
have always noticed that at such times it is harder to approach, 
but when flying in company, it comes better to the decoys than If 
without the sprlgtail. 


short pistol shot; and on one occasion,—when a boy,—killed five 
of them with one barrel, out of a flock of eight. In open water, 
they come freely to the decoys, and by sounding an imitation of 
their whistling note “whew—whew-whew," can be induced to 
alter their course and come directly up to the decoys, when, if not 
shot at, I have known them to alight and swim among their 
“counterfeit presentments," pecking at them, and otherwise 
hustling them about, as if desiring them to vacate the premises. 
In the Autumn, the widgeon returns to us from the North, about 
the Hist of October, and coniine themselves at that season, princi¬ 
pally to the large streams. They do not then make much stay 
with us, soon leaving for the South. I think that this is owing 
to the fact, that the young are susceptible to cold, aud they are, 
therefore, piloted by the old birds to a warmer clime, and where 
past experience has taught their parents, a better and more gen¬ 
erous supply of food awaits them, in the Spring, they arc. among 
the last to leave us; and I have frequently shot them in past 
years so late as the month of May. The pin-tail duck, DaJlla 
Acuta, Is often found feeding in company with the widgeon,

Breeders was opened at Charter Oak Park, Hartford, Conn., on Sept. 
IH. Many of tbe prominent breedera or the country were present. The 
judge* selected to preside were Messrs. S. F. Knapp, Mr. P. Bush, and 
General W. T. Withers. 

FIRST DAY-Sept 18. 

There were two entries for the drst race, 2:26 stallions, but Young 
Wilke* did not appear, and Nil Desperanduui had a “walk over. ’ jog¬ 
ging around the track leisurely, uo time being taken. The race was

admiral Rous’ Influence on tub Tunr.—The Influence of Admiral 
nmis In the councils of the Jockey Club was always exercised for good 
n far as the morality of the turf woe concerned, and It did one good to 
J® ' A to* vigorous and unsparing denunciations of the parasites of rac- 
[, w bo bad got the uubappy Marquis of Uas'ings into their clutches, 
who had compelled him to strike one of hie horses out of the Der- 
hv on the ove of the race. • * But if for rectitude of purpose Ad 
mfral Rous has no superiors, and few equals. It can scarcely be said 
ihiit he has done much to Improve the actual condition or the turf. Ad¬ 
miral Rous was apparently unable to understand that the turf, like 
” rvthing else, has been subject to the Influences of the last half cen¬ 
tury and that what was feasible and right when he first hecumu ail 
nwiior of race horses is not in keeping with the spirit of the present 
dav This will accouut for the steadiness with which he sel his face 
Airaiiist changes which, to all those who have the best interests of the 
turf at heart, seemod Imperiously called for. If there is oue thing cer 
lain. It is that the victories lu late years of Freuch aud foreign horses 
are due to the system of racing that prevails in the countries from 
which they came; to the moderate work imposed upon two year olds; 
to the avoiding of short distance races ; and to the small uumber of 
handicaps. One would linagiue that this fact could not have escaped 
the perceptive faculties of Admiral Rous; yet it must be said that he 
would never lend blB powerful voice to the adoption of similar tneas 
tires upon the English turf. • * * *Kvun in little things Admiral 
Rous was averse to chauge. and a better exemplification of this fact 
could not be found than in the simple statemeui. as he himself after¬ 
wards admitted, be “gave the Cambridgeshire of 1870 to Adonis,” the 
German horse, through mistaking him for au JCuglish colt of the same 
name. Yet, If Admiral Itous would ouly have takeu up the question of 
naming race horses, and have brought forward a rule to prevent th« 
same name being given to more than one horse for an interval of at 
least ten years, such an error could not have been committed; and It 
is characteristic of the man that, in suite of the mistake into which he 
was led by the Insufficient ideutlflrutloii of the horse, be would never 
take auy steps to pruveut its recurrence. — From C'ueectTs National 
rnrtralt Gallery.

G. D. P., Evansville.—My live-year-old setter dog shows the follow¬ 
ing symptoms of disease: A dry, hoarse cough, with occasional slight 
expectoration of froth; heart beats Irregularly and is very hard to 
count, but as near as I can judge about 105 per minute; thick discharge 
from the eyes, with red Hues running from the iris to hack of eye 
across the white; coat natural; temperature of body about normal; 
nose cool and moist pores; natural appetite good. He was quite fat at 
opening of the seasou and was heated in that condition. He has had 
what I supposed to be mauge, for which I treated him with a carbolic 
soap wash aud five drops of Fowler's solution of arsenic twice a day. 
Please give your opinion of the case, and if distemper can you recom¬ 
mend Mayhew’s treatment, as quoted by Burges in the American 
Kennel, or are there later aud better remediesl 1 Ann.—The case is a 
peculiar one If you are correct in Its details. Tbe average normal pulse 
or heart beat of a flve year-old dog is from eighty to eighty-five, with a 
temperature of ninety-eight to ninety-nine. A pulse of an hundred 
and live, as you give It, should therefore show higher temperature and 
fever. Try the temperature agaiu by inserting a thermometer under 
the tougue. The cough and red Hues in eyes would indicate distemper, 
for which Mayhew’s remedies are good. But without more conclusive 
evidence we would advise acoulte and belladonna. The former in one- 
drop doses every two to three hours till tbe heart-action is reduced, tbe 
latter in three-drop doses alternately with the aconite will reduce uny 
Inflammation or tendency to it that may be present and prevent or 
cure complication of the lungs, wbtcb is most.to be feared. Fluid ex¬ 
tracts of aconite and belladonna should be used. 

W. H., Harrlsburgh.—I have a setter pup six weeks old that hAS 
spells and cannot stand. He tries to get on his feet but falls down 
again. At other times can ran about the same as other dogs. He has a 
tremendous appetite aud appears, in all respects, but inis, perfectly 
well. I wish you would tell mo what to do with him. Ans.—Your pup 
lacks nervous strength, and requires tonic treatment to fix him up. 
Give fjiree times a day a pill containing three grains each of chlorate 
potash, Iodide potass and quinine, wltu extract of gentian sufficient to 
mix. Feed three or four times a day on nourishing, plain food, and 
give him the run of the yard with plenty of fresh water 

J. B. K.,St. Paul.—My six months pup has lately recovered from dis¬ 
temper, and now is baaly afflicted with St. Vitus' dance. Can this be 
cared, so that the dog will be as good as ever? if it can, please give & 
remedy; if not, I will put the pup out of hie misery at once. Ana.— 
St. Vitus is frequently but not always curable. Experiment alone cao 
demonstrate what the result will be in your case. Bromide of Potas¬ 
sium in six grain doses, given three times a day. with strong nourish¬ 
ing food and absence from all excitement or exercise, would be our 
treatment. 

G. n. J., Omaha.—Will it hurt my bitch to dry up her milk as soon 
os her pups are born? I want to hunt ber and can get a foster mother 
for the pups. Aus.—There is always danger of inflammation in such 
coses. No subsequent injury will he likely to be done IT there is no 
trouble at the time, if you attempt it, feed the bitch on plain light but 
not sloppy food, give a small dose of physic and watch carefully for 
any signs of inflammation, which arrest promptly. Do not allow much 
exercise as that has a tendency to Increase the secretion of milk. 

Dwioht Binguampton. —If not too much trouble please give me a 
remedy for canker lu the ear. I have seen such iu your paper mauy 
times but have forgotten it and huve no copy with the prescription in 
it. Aue„— Syringe tbe ear three times a day with tepid soap-suds, using 
toilet carbolic soap, then pour into the ear the solution carbolic 
acid (neual strength) the liquid has penetrated well Into 
the interior. Fill the cavity of the ear two or three times at au ap¬ 
plication, and coutlnue this treatment bo long as there Is any discharge 
or redness in tbe ear. 

A. T., Chatanooga.—I have a spaniel that is a great house pet; he re¬ 
quires washing frequently, and soap seems to make his hair rough. 
Can you tell me anything better? Ans.—Use the yolks of eggs instead 
of soap—three or font will be enough. Au occasional ball of tar aud 
oat-meal the size of a walnut will tend to give the coat a gloss. 


F. B. L., Bangor —Can a dog he broken of biting birds iu retrieving? 
Aos.—Yes by uslug a bird with wires thrust through it so that the dog 
hurts his mouth when he shuts his jaws light. If ho refuses to bring 
put ou a spike collar aud force him. 

Sport, Rockford —Can you inform me through the columns of your 
paper of some good place lo the uortberu part of Wiscousin to go aud 
spend four weeks huutiug, where there is plenty of ducks and other 
small game. We propose to camp out. Ans —Wo know of no place 
very well, but believe that Lake Koshkououg on the Chicago «fc North¬ 
western Railroad is very good. Slop at Koskonoug or Fort Atkinson. 

B. K. P., Atchison.—Is there any antidote for poisoning with arsenic? 
Ans.-There are antidotes, but they must he got from a drug store aud 
the delay would probably prove fatal. The best remedy is a strong 
emetic, given as soon as possible after the poison has been swallowed 
Common salt, iu large quantities is a common emetic but is apt to pro¬ 
duce irritation of the stomach from Its excessive action. A better is a 
lablcNpooiiful of mustard lu water as warm as can be drank, followed 
after vomitioii has taken place with white of three or four eggs In milk. 

S. F.. Ottawa.—We have been having a great deal of damp 
weather lately, aud I think my dog must have caught cold as he sud¬ 
denly and without any known cause became lame iu the shoulders, so 
that he moves stillly and with evident pain. Can you tell me what lo 
do for him? Ans.—The trouble is probably what is called keuuel low¬ 
ness, and is of a rheumatic nature. Bathe the shoulders frequently 
with 1 in 1 incut, composed of equal parts aqua amonla, spirits of turpen¬ 
tine aud laudauutn. A hot bath will also prove beuefleial If given 
hefore applying tbe lluliuent, but care must betaken to thoroughly 
dry the saiu afterwards, or the diseaae will only be aggravated. 

E. O. D., Batavia —I have a bitch sixteen mouths old that is delicate. 

She is just comlug lu seasou and I am advised to breed iter a* it will 
develop ber. What do you thiuk of tbe Idea ? Of course tbe pupa 
would not be of any account, aud I should breed her solely for the 
effect upon herself. Aus.—By uo means breed the bitch. Every ani¬ 
mal should be fully developed aud slroug before being bred, a* other¬ 
wise not only will tbe progeuy be worthless but the dam herself will 
be greatly injured. The age at which a bitch should bo bred depends 
upon ber physical attributes. Some are not fit to breed before they are 
three or four years old. 4 

A. R. A., Lawreuco.—Where and how can I get a Clumber spaniel 
whose pedigree I cau depend upon for purity? Aus —We do uot know 
or any for sale he-e. You hud better advertise iu our kennel columns 
if you do uot wish to import. 

—My dog has worms and I cannot wholly 
relieve him by either arena nut or sautonlne. Can you tell me of uuy 
vermifuge that will work? Aus.—Send to Caswell. Huzzard <fc Co., 
Fifth avenue. New York, fora Naldlre'e Powder, aud give ue directed. 

U. D, P.. Topeka.—My pointer has canker iu the ear. I have tried 
the remedies prescribed lu your paper ami others, but cannot cure it 
Cau you advise me of any other course? Ans. —We have been very 
successful lu treating tbe disease with solutiou of carbolic acid, first 
syringing the ears with tepid suds. This disease is ofteu obstinate, 
and requires a long time to eradicate it fully. 

V. it. C., Catleteburgh. -Who imported the first of the so-called blue 
bloods? Wbut was tbe first, dog’s name, aud when was it imported? 
Ans.-Mr. L. II. Smith. Strnthroy. Canada. He imported iu 1874 his 
bitch Dart, from the Lluwellin kennels.

Every sportsman of experience w ill iiihiiit tliat tlic dog never 
lived Hint could point every Bird lie round, that is, ever)- one that 
rose Before him. Birds w ill spring before the best nosed dog in 
tlie world, and as to pohtt nil, is an impossibility. It naturally 
follows that some of these rises cannot ho deemed Hushes at all, 
while it is equally certain that others are not (me Hushes ill the 
sense of errors for which 1 lie dog should in* Justly penalised. All 
wliu have hunted prairie chickens in the Fall, have seen many 
I,inis rise from one to three hundred yards away, so that t lie dog 
from llrsl to last had no idea of their presence. To say that the 
dog Hushed such Birds would lie an aBsurdily though they rose 
unpointed, yet Hie line must Be drawn somewhere, and to our 
mind a Hush w hether reprehensible or mil, is literally tile spring¬ 
ing of a bird at any lime after the dog inis recognized its scent, 
or in utlicr words struck Ils hull. 

With (his construction a Hush may he either due to the dog’s 
fault, or such as lie should not lie Blamed Tor. I’ndcr Hie former 
head come all those eases where the dog does or should scent the 
Bird, and it lies for liim to approach within reasonable distance. 
Yet lie puts il up through delect in nose or deliberate and wilful 
disregard of his duty. Of the second class are tlmse ease where 
the dug shows good nose and careful work, yet the bird rises lie- 
fore lie eiiiucs within pointing distance, or from such place or un¬ 
der such circumstances of atmospheric dillicullics, that it is evi¬ 
dent the dog could not wind it. Some birds lie fairly well 
to point if surprised to their resting places, yet will nut allow a 
dog to approach them In' fool-trail. The ruffed grouse furnishes 
a very frequent illustration nf tiiis peculiarity, and we can recall 
occasions on w hich Hie most careful dog could not point a single 
runner. The weather and nature nf the ground also effects the 
scent, and consequently Hie dog’s ability to get his point, l.iive- 
rack says, “ Scent is very IHietuating.much depending upon the 
soil and state iff the atmosphere. * * All shooting men know 

well that Hie deadly killing lime for game is after 4 p.m. About this 
hour tile air becomes cooler anil moister; tlie dew commences to 
fall ami the bints to move: and the dogs hunt keen, Because the 
scent lies.” In another place lie sajs, '‘There Is nut the slightest 
doubt that scent rises or is depressed, according to tile atmos¬ 
pheric pressure: damp. rain, and other causes will affect It as 
well." Certain birds are also more dirtcult to Hint at certain pe¬ 
riods of the day than at others, and we have noticed also that 
when found they very frequently flush w ildly, and will not lie to 
point at all if followed. These are Iliose bints which feed inom- 
iug and evening, and lie up during tile heat of tile day. Quail if 
scattered during their noonday rest will either withhold their 
scent so that the dogs cannot lind them, or run off and flush out 
of pointing distance, as the dog roads them. Prairie chickens will 
also frequently display similar wildness, while snipes, ruffed 
grouse and woodcocks are less affected By tire time of day. 

Ill judging a dog’s performance it is essential to consider all 
these circumstances, if a fair conclusion is desired. A superficial 
observer w ill frequently condemn a dog's nose or action, when no 
blame should he attached to him for Hie Hush. Dogs have limited 
powers as well as all other animals, and it is no more just to 
expert them not to llusli when all Influencing circumstances inili- 
Ilutc against a point, than it would lie to Blame them for failing 
to accomplish any other act requiring super-ranine abilities. 

■lints on Breaking.

I have rend Mr. Holaliird's pamphlet, 11 Hints on Dog Break¬ 
ing,” and with all deference tu Hie gentleman’s opinion, and 
regard for his efforts to furnish Hie tyro with a few useful hints, 
It finds me averse to adopt some of his plans, or to accept their 
feasibility. 

I trust" I may uot be understood os attempting to criticize or 
hold up the fallacy of the rule as set fortli in his little pamphlet, 
for I deem myself inadequate to the task, even if I were so in¬ 
clined. It is not upon all, but only a few points, that I differ 
with the author, and I am not overleaping the limits of a sports¬ 
man's province, when I prefer to express a contrary opinion upon 
a subject of such vital importance to the novice, and seeker of 
field aud forest pleasures. 

I hold now, as I have done before, that the columns of your 
valuable journal furnish an exposition of the merits of each one’s 
plans and the value of Ills experience ; and were they utilized 
more in this direction by your constituents, much good would re¬ 
dound to their credit, and essential advantages accrue therefrom 
to the inexperienced and your numerous readers. 

Mr. Uolabird says : “ Dog breaking is not an art so mysterious 
as to require great tact or sujierior intelligence.” Now, I admit, 
the art may carry no mystery, hut I think tliat great tact, consid¬ 
erable amount of intettigeiue, and an unremitting degree of pa¬ 
tience is required on the part of the breaker ; more than is ordi¬ 
narily exhibited, during tlie period of a pup’s tuition. Some pups 
are more precocious Hum others, lienee more attractive ; some 
more susceptible to Impressions,therefore not so difficult to toac.h, 
though I am not certain tliat such forward pupils, like those of 
tlie human kind, display a more retentive memory, in the end. of 
lessons imparted when young. Some are more wayward and per¬ 
verse by nature, necessarily calling for tlie exorcise of tile break¬ 
er's patience, will and perseverance ; some inherit eccentricities, 
which in some instances characterize them through life, demand¬ 
ing tact on tlie trainer’s part to meet and regulate their actions 
ami intelligence, when and where to apply tlie ways and means 
of correction, and tlie annulling force and powers of tlie ruling 
mind, and from these very facts there is reason to believe that 
every breaker should know or lie made, acquainted with the nat¬ 
ural habits, disposition, and peculiarities of tlie parents of ills pu¬ 
pil. Though tlie knowledge of such is not absolutely necessary, 
It would aid him very materially in tlie course of his instructions. 


Mr. Holaliird, under tlie head of ” What, to do first# ” says: "If 
he is a four mouths' old pup, teach him, first, to come to you at 
tlie sound of your whistle or voice—as you prefer.” This is very 
good, for a pup should lie earressed and petted within tills age, 
and the words ''come, here," or "come in," be used constantly 
and daily tu him, fully impressing him with Hie meaning of them 
by rewarding him with a pal, nr lilt, nf bread or meat. See how 
quickly llie little fellows learn to obey tlie order, “go out,” By the 
inmates of most households, because followed up by a lick or a 
big scare; and surely lessons of kindness are equally impressive. 

I cannot agree with Mr. 11. when lie says, nsucxt: “Then teueh 
him to down at tlie word, etc,” and further on, "If your pup Is 
a natural retriever, very good; if not don't hurry to tnil'll him. 
Wait until he lias learned obedience in other matters, then use 
You Gulin's spike collar, and you will booh bring him to u clear 
understanding of what you want.” 

Now, on tlie contrary, 1 do not think any pup should lie taught 
to "down charge" until he lias been restrained at his plate, aud 
taught to “heed" or “To-ho,” or after lie lias been practiced to 
“fetch.” Any propensity or inclination of an auiunil that tends 
towards ids ultimate good should he cultivated assiduously, aud 
there is none earlier developed titan this desire to run aud fetch a 
ball or other object thrown for his pleasure,and this practice should 
form one nf tlie first and most important, lessons. Here is where 
he practically learns the meaning of the word “fetch,” which he 
will never forget when taken out upon his game. Here Is where 
lie learns to obey Hie simple summons of Ids master, “come in” 
and “fetch,” without being forced to do so. if constantly exer¬ 
cised, it becomes, as it were, a habit, and fixed habits on man and 
beast, become a second nature, tlie force of which wilt maintain 
its sway through life. 

1 am surprised tliat any sportsman should advise tlie use of spike 
collars, as the first means of teaching a pup to retrieve, before 
trying a more agreeable and simpler one. They may answer very 
Well for an old, hard-headed dog, whose education hod Been neg¬ 
lected, where “severe eases require severe remedies," but tilts ap¬ 
plication to eases of young dogs, from six tu twelve mouths' old, 
is as cruel and unwarrantable a practice as advocates of the whip 
ever resorted to. 

I do believe (“if tlie court knows herself, and I think she do") 
if I should see a man spiking a pup nf mine to make it retrieve 
after neglecting tlie only true and simple primary lessons, tliat 1 
would spike him too, unless he was a little Better man than I; 
1 1 1 eii Isupposel would have tosurcumh, anil writhe under tlie same 
agonizing pain nf flesh and spirit that my dog had undergone. 
I know that I rub tlie grain uf a world of sportsmen, or trainers 
rather, when I denounce the use of tlie spike upon very young 
dogs, nevertheless l am entitled to the right of opinion, particu¬ 
larly a lien bused upon the grounds of experience. The use of 
the spike collar emanated with professional breakers, men who 
make it a business to train and educate dogs for u pecuniary con¬ 
sideration, and whose desire is to attain their ends in a given 
period, or as short a space of time as possible. But the owner of a 
dog who expects him to work from a sense of love and attach¬ 
ment, and to follow up the course of early impressions cannot 
look for lirst class execution before tlie second season on game: 
and for a genuine reliable worker in and out of sight, one that 
knows his business in every branch of Ids service, fixed in habit 
and character, must wait until three Summer suns have come and 
gone, three Winters'snows have covered the trail whose scent lias 
played upon the olfactory nerves of Ids valued aud loved compan¬ 
ion. 

1 have used both and am convinced there is nnuse for either the 
whip or tlie spike in teaching a puppy. For acts of disobe¬ 
dience iu a broken dog, tlie whip is necessary, when in tlie hands 
of a cool, resolute man, ami not guided by the iustiuet of a brutal 
mind. Mr. Burges is right when lie says “The sphere of the whip’s 
usefulness is a limited one," but he is not, when he attributes 
nine tenths of all blunders to the whip. It is not the whip but 
tlie mau at tlie bundle. The field is tlie place that calls for the 
most correction during tile first and second seasons on game, and 
then the most gentle means should be resorted to, and ttiosc 
which have been employed in tlie yard and house, together with 
tlie pup’s vocabulary, should be applied, and in tlie field I would 
like to ask what instrument of punishment can supply the place 
of tlie whip, when a dog Breaks shot, Breaks Ills point or will¬ 
fully disobeysi The spike can't do it unless he is bunting with 
it oil, and that would not be advisable. If the sportsmen finds 
it necessary to use the whip at all, it should he a good strong and 
pliant one, short and easily doubled up inftlie pocket. Tlie dog 
should not lie even threatened with its appearance, hut should he 
taken firmly by tlie collar, his head held well down with tlie left 
hand, and Willi the right the punishment inflicted; then tlie whip 
sliped back into tlie pocket before the dog is let up. lie sees that 
lie has caught the devil at his master's hiiflds, for ids offenses, 
yet sees nut tile instrument of -punishment, after which he will be 
more careful in ills movements amt how lie courts tills magic hut 
deserving flagellation. Mr. Burges iu his article, “Spike Collars 
vs. Whips ” should have imputed the ruin of Ids “ hundreds of 
dogs” to the abuse alld not tlie use nf the whip, and hail he ad¬ 
vised tile same precautionary measures, regarding the use of tlie 
spike collar as lie did of the whip, 1 would not have been so much 
surprised at such authority as lie, recommending tills cruel mode 
of correction in such unqualifled terms; for lie says "that It can 
he used by any one (tlie italics are my own) capable of under¬ 
standing the most simple directions.” Here is the trouble. We 
are all now too prone or rattier too hasty to commit the training 
and education of our dogs, even of our children, to the. hands of any 
one capable of understanding tlie most simple directions, who at¬ 
tempt to drum knowledge in their heads and choke out obedience 
in one-third of tlie time tliat is necessary to note even the good 
results of a primary courBe. Mr. Burges further says, “tlie great 
majority of American sportsmeu are engaged in some pursuits of 
a business character which so occupies their time that they have 
no opportunity for acquiring an elaborate knowledge of the science 
of breaking. They would indeed like to break their own dogs, 
but have not tlie knowledge, and so go to the expense of having 
the work done tor them. To such men tlie collar wkh Its plain, 
easily comprehended instructions for use, is a boon indeed, etc.” 

Now this is an admission of a hurried and forced, lienee, in¬ 
complete education; a course recommended too, by Mr. Burges, 
nt the hands of men, who, lie confesses, “iiuve not tlie knowledge” 
to break a dog. Here we have tlie blind leading the blind, and 
the jaws of a chaotic, abyss awaiting their tottering strides. The 
efficacy of tlie spike should lie made known to tlie intelligent and 
experienced beaker, and its virtues, if there he any, entrusted to 
ills keeping alone and not to men who have no knowledge of 
training a dog. 

Knowledge so quickly obtained aud so wholly embodied by the 
spike Is not worth imparting and I do think that the novice, 
whoso gullibility is bo profuse, as to admit tlie. Belief, for once 
even, that a dog while under treatment of the spike, regulates his 
own punishment and is unconscious of the instrumentality or 
man, Is a humbugged Individual. Now the use of the simple 
cord without the spike at the. end of it, is admirable and facillatea 
the efforts, sometimes, of the breaker in checking his pupil, when 
extremely wayward or intent against the will of the tutor, and 
even at the sight of tills when much used, I have seen pups 
shrink aud show a little fear. 


Mr. Editor, I have exacted more of your apace Uian I intended 
but the fart of your allowing a right of way through your charm¬ 
ing Ciiicaoo Field where we act as brakemen on our own trains 
shooting along over tlie winding trail and whistling at object* 
ahead, accounts for the run I have made thus far, burdened with 
a cargo of objections expressed against what I consider an er¬ 
roneous procedure. But why should I wonder at anything in 
tills progressive age, when everything Is too slow for the Ameri¬ 
can, and expedition is tlie watchword. Tlie Inventive genius of 
tlie Yankee now pulls at tile latch strings of the kennels, and wu 
should not he astonished If it snatched, In the course of time, tlm 
generative powers from the amorous champion of tlie stnd, refined 
tlie functions of the eoy mid shrinking dam, shortened the period 
of gestation, ami built up tlie winner on the very eve of the show. 
But mark my words reador, on the day when wo universally adopt 
tlmse measures, which tend to force the iustlncts of our field 
companions Instead of guiding and cultivating them; when we at¬ 
tempt to supplant the hand of nature with the machinery of art; when 
we swap off patience, endurance, constancy, will and discretion for 
the spike collar, I say good bye to tlie fame of the American dog, 
which is to-day tlie hardiest, the boldest ranger, and tlie most In¬ 
defatigable hunter ou the face of tlie turning globe. 

We all have different views upon this subject, and none of us 
are iufalliublo. Few are sufficiently resigned to the work or 
Mine in our respective spheres. 1 know tliat I have at times lost 
my own temper, and kicked out the corner stones, from under 
tlie skeleton of noble structures, well designed yet frail, Because 
just Begun. Yet those very errors have been my teachers. I m„ 
no professional breaker, though I have served my term on my 
own dogs, and Hie little “handful of things that I know” have 
been pulled up in the field at the tail end of some as good dogs us 
ever sucked Iu the balmy breeze of Louisiana, trotted down tlie 
furrows of her corn aud cotton fields, skimmed the waring setlge, 
or probed the Brlary coverts of her fertile slopes. I am In short 
a fool, (as we term it hero) about a dog, and think a household as 
cheerless without one as it is without children, and unfortunately 
for a slenderly provisioned individual I find myself keeping Both. 

I have two young dogs now respectively nine and eleven 
months old, which I have instructed some this Summer, only In 
Hie yard and house. I didn’t use any spike on thorn, mid yet 
they hotli retrieve for me, and obey promptly, Iu other res|aiets. 
I can throw two morsels of bread or meat from me let them fall 
where they will, “hie” them on, make them "heed" over it, 
“down charge” promptly, aud remain so, until ordered up. 1 
can make them “come In.” from the bread al, their nose end, ami 
“down charge” again at my feet, then at “Ido on” go with a 
vim. I do this with no show of violence and my arms folded. 
Sometimes to test their patience when at the position of “down 
charge" I take a chair and cock my heels up, mid seemingly for¬ 
get ’em, hut they remain, eyeing each oilier and watching me 
until I say again “hi on.” Now when 1 turn these pups out on 
business, I will consider my work more than half done; yet If one 
should tell me after the season, that they were not yet thorough, 
lie would tell me what I already know for I do not look for ripe 
fruit under a green rind. 

There’s my old Roy ten years old, whom I saw stand game at 
tour months old, stiff and straight without budging. From Unit 
day I gave him my utmost care and attention, and without spike 
or whip I made him what I wanted. My conscience never pricked 
me hut once about him, and that was last year when 1 let him go 
from me. Owing to ill health I could not use him, so sent him 
to a Brother, But for a while only. 1 tell you I ain’t ashamed of 
tlie tear that heaved over my cheek bone and trickled off my 
chin, as I watched him disappear, through yon straggling woven 
fence, at tlie end of a “nigger’s” twine string, in whose hand I 
slipped a piece of green paper to insure good treatment for my 
dog. May God Bless and preserve him for more good yet, for to 
him I am indebted lor seven years’ refreshments in tlie field, and 
seven years’ squinting over his front and rear and athwart his 
rigid spine. 

I still nurae many pleasant memories of tills old dog. He was 
not by nature a retriever; neither were his sire and dam; hut I 
made him so by constant practice and force of habit, and at tlm 
age of three years could make him bring me anything and hand 
up to me on horseback, oveu bring the very whip with which I 
corrected him when lie blundered. He obeyed by word, too. I 
never made a sign except, to Indicate the direction I wished him 
to go or hunt. All dogs should be made conversant with words 
and their meaning, but not confused by a multiplicity of them. 
They are as necessary as signs, and indispensable iu cover, where 
part of the time tlie dog is out of sight. A pup should be accus¬ 
tomed to Hie sound and meaning of only a few words at a time, 
and his vocabulary enlarged as he matures, and in the end or at 
maturity, it will be astonishing how much in this way he com¬ 
prehends. 

Some men break their dogs in a manner tliat is iilexplieablc, 
tliat is on their part They are confident of their abilities, yet 
they cannot tell you how they do it. Either genius, psycholo¬ 
gical Influence, or very predominant will seems to be at work 
witli them, though I ascribe the secret of Skfiir succcsb to exces¬ 
sive love und interest they manifest towards their faithful com¬ 
panions; and if such men arc closely observed, they will be found 
to be quiet but determined, unobtrusive but sqjf reliant, very obser¬ 
vant, and witli a keen sense of enjoymeut for the pleasures of the 
field and nature's own attractive haunts. 

There are men both on this and the other side of the “herring 
pond,” who have written elaborate works.upon the dog, and many 
rules of breaking, some of whom, I’ll venture to say, have never 
broken a half-dozen dogs in their lives, or kept any single one 
tliat they may have bred, for the term of five years, or long enough 
to learn Ills true value. 

flic opinion of such men, weighed against that of the .plain, 
unassuming, natural sportsman, whose pen portrait I have just 
given you, would go up like a feather at “see-saw" with a stone, 
except in the eyes of tlio superficial, who have tramped more on 
the cars than they ever have on foot, and but for a railroad 
would never llml the trail to grouse and quails. 

I am more convinced every day that I live, that the number of 
men who handle dogs properly, particularly pups, nre very few, 
and to tlie hands of such men only should a well-bred pup he en¬ 
trusted, even where novel means are advised to hasten and per¬ 
fect bis education; while I am strengthened in my conviction that 
the true sportsman, like Hie poet, is horn, not made.

Shooting a Don.—A case of interest to Bportsmcn, was re¬ 
cently tried in Marin county, California. An employee of Claude 
Cal lot, of Ross Landing, went out hunting, taking CmUot’a dog, a 
valuable pointer, with him. The dog raised a lox and chased It 
upon the land of William Geoppart, who got his gun and went in 
the direction of the dog and fox. The employee heard the report 
of a gun, and shortly afterward the dog came home wounded In 
the legs. Callot thereupon had Geoppart arrested for malicious 
mischief in shooting the dog- The charge being proved before 
Justice Hughes, of San Rafael, Hie latter found defendant guilty, 
and fined him *1 and costs. Callot then brought a civil suit 
against Geoppart for the valuo of the dog, which he fixed at 
$299.99. The case was tried one day Inst week, and judgment 
rendered In favor of the owner of the dog for *250. The case 
will be appealed to the higher courts. 
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A Visit to the English Kennels. 

Delaware City, Del., Sept. 22, 1877. 
Editor Chicago Field: —A recent journey in England enabled 
me to visit some noted kennels, and among them that of Mr. 
Purcell Llewellin’s, now so well known in America by the great 
.successes of its representatives here, both on the bench and in the 
Meld. 

Even In these days when breeding lias been brought so near to 
a science, probably no better instance can be found than that of 
Mr. Llewelliu, of both the judicious purchase and crossing of 
setters, one of the results of which is ills now famous “Field 
Trial” breed. 

The foundation of this was laid in Ids good fortune in be¬ 
coming tin* owner of some of the best of Mr. Laverock's breed, 
among which were the wonderful bitches Countess, Nellie, Daisy 
ami LIU II, and the dog Prince, ail of them by Laverock's old 
blue Dash and Moll 111, except. Lill 11, who was out of I,ill I. 

To keep up Ids Lavernck stock, Mr. Llcwcllin inis relied upon 
breeding Prince with Lill II, from whom he lias obtained no 
fewer than four champion bitches on the bench in Petrel (now 
owned by Messrs. Higgins and Cause of Delaware), Phantom, 
Priuecss uml Puzzle, and also Prince Koynl, who took llrst in the 
open dog class at the recent show at Agricultural Hall, London, 
and who will probably walk away with the championship next 
year. 

Hut while thus maintaining a stock of pure Laverock's, of a 
quality by these results placed uimost if not quite above all com¬ 
petitors, the most remarkable results have been obtained by 
crossing these Laverock bitches with Dan, of the great Duke- 
Kluehc litter, bred by Mr. Stutter, who sold ten of them for 1,000 
guineas. 

Duke, as most of your readers are aware, wus of the breed of 
Sir Frederick Graham, which have loug been bred in purity and 
arc large in size, us was also Kluebe through her sire Hake. 

Dim is an imperial looking dog, and, after seeing him, one is not 
surprised at the character of Ids progeny, and that in crossing 
him with the Laverock bitches Mr. Llewelliu produced the happy 
combination of size with quality and an unparalleled number of 
winners both on the Iwneh and in the Held. 

Of the get of Dan out of Lill 11 arc Smith’s Leicester, the 
champion of the New York show; Ledu, who look lirst in the 
Mold at Shrewsbury and on the bench at Lhe Crystal Palace, 
and her sister Laura, who took the Kennel Club cup for all aged 
setters at the Sleaford Trials in 1*74. Of this cross a young dog 
of great promise bus lately been imported by Mr. Higgins, of 
Delaware. 

Hy Dan out of Countess were got Countess Bear, winner of the 
Field Trial Derby, and 2d In 1875 at the Crystal Palace to Mr. 
Llewcllht's champion Phantom: Countess Moll, 1st at. the Shrews¬ 
bury Trials; Countess Ada ami Countess Vesta, who have never 
been either run or shown, and Count Dun anil Count Dick, the 
former of whom was lately sold to Mr. Cunninglon for $500, ami 
the latter is not for sale, as Mr. Llewciliu holds him as the dog on 
whom lie relies to take Dau’s place. 

By Dan out of Nellie were got two incomparable bitches in 
Nora and Noma, both winners of the Mrst place at Shrewsbury, 
(tlie latter in the puppy stakes last Spring); Norel, who is to run 
in the braces with Nora in the coining trials at Shrewsbury, and 
Nitre, both of whom, while never yet run, appear hi quality and 
form equal to their celebrated sisters; and also Queen Mali, of 
whom Mr. Burges is very lucky to be the owner, as now Mr. 
Llewellhi will part with no more of this cross at any price. 

By crossing Prince w ith Dora, a litter sister to Dan, Mr. 
Llewelliu obtained scarcely inferior results in his Druid, a very 
handsome dog and a Field Trial winner; Smith's champion Dart; 
Drake, champion at the Memphis Field Trials, ami a number of 
others now in America; while Remus, the champion this year at 
Agricultural Hall, London, is by Prince out of Ruby, an own 
sister to Burges’ Kol) Hoy. 

It seems not unjust or improper to say—not at. all in disparage¬ 
ment of the many other good dogs, both in England and America 
—that no such array of setters can elsewhere he found, whether 
judged hy their appearance and action, or hy shows and trials, 
which, as yet, are Lhe only established tests. 

Good Laverocks are to Ik* found outside of Mr. Llcwclliu's 
kennel. Doubtless there are lots other than the Dukc-Klimhc, 
which can he crossed as successfully upon them, but it remains 
for sound judgment and wide experience, or blind luck yet to pro¬ 
duce them. 

Meanwhile, competitors must not presume Mr. Llewelliu or Mr. 
Buckle to be Idle. The Armstrongs, who bred Duke, also bred 
Kate, a full sister to him, whom they put to Laverock’s Blue 
Dash, and got another ami very tine bitch, Kate II, whom they 
put. to Sargent (by Laveroc k’s Fred II, out of Lort’.s Bess). Of 
the produce was Sam, who twice took tlrst at the Field Trials. 
They nfterwards bred Kate twice to Laverock’s Blue Prince, and 
produced Dash II, and Daisy (who both took first at the Field 
Trials,) and Dash III. Mr. lircwla bought. Dash II and Daisy, 
while Mr. Llewelliu owns Sam, from whom he has produced some 
likely puppies and also Dash III, for whom he paid 1*150 the 
other day at Aldridge’s, and who was very much admired at the 
Spring trials at Shewsbury. It thus appears that while looking 
out for fresh crosses, where they promised well, Mr. Llewelliu ad¬ 
heres to the old Duke blond. 

This strain is not to be found in either Rob Roy or Ranger, the 
other great champions of the day, and it remains to he seen 
whether their progeny from Laverock hitches can successfully 
compete with the Duke strain which bus been to Mr. Llewelliu, so 
far, a safe reliunco. 

it will be observed that all Lhe dogs thus bred in this kennel 
have eit her been by pure Laverock dogs or out of Laverock bitches. 

It remains for the future to show whether the puppies from 
these crosses, when they in turn arc bred to other than pure Lav¬ 
erocks, will maintain the 6amc high standard. So far, in this 
country breeders seem confident that the result will be a good one, 
and have not been careful to either purchase or breed, pure Lavcr- 
acks, in anything like the number that they have of the Field Trial 
sort. If their confidence should prove not to be well founded, 
and experience should show a pure Laverock on one side or the 
other was essential to the best results, they will ngaln have to 
yield the palm to England, where obi methods are never aban¬ 
doned while they prove successful. Dragon. 

A Race to Death. —Thursday morning of this week Mayor 
Kelley and Liet. Gardner, accompanied hy Mr. Wolcott, of Atchi¬ 
son, Dr. Howe, 1. Johnson, John B. Means, E. F. Colburn, uml 
enough others to make up a party of twelve, participated in an 
antelope hunt, which, from its tragic termination, will not soon 
be forgotten. 

The dogs of both gentlemen arc known to he among the best 
in the land, and were eager for the contest. The party crossed 
the Arkansas river about four miles East of Fort Dodge, and 
started two flue antelopes from the lower hills that skirt the valley.

The antelope clearing away over the prairie with flying 
feet, almost seemed for a while to out-do the sleek, graceful 
hounds, who, with care laid low, and active muscles, dashed after 
be beautiful fugitive. It was a beautiful sight I The antelope, 


the hounds, aiul the huntsmen. A mile and a half of break-neck 
speed told the story, and just as that wonder of modem speed and 
ugliness, yclept “Old Calamity,” carried this deponent over the 
brow of a hill, the hounds brought the tired creature to the 
ground. It was u victory dearly won, and the dead antelope was 
boom to be followed by its captors, in a chase through animal par¬ 
adise. The last of the huntsmen hud hardly reached the finish, 
when it became apparent that the faithful dogs hail given their 
lives for the game. Unable to stand, they were taken upon the 
saddles before the hunters, and liurridly carried toward the river, 
three miles away. Poor Fly, a most beautiful animal, never 
reached the water. The others were taken to the river, bled and 
rubbed, hut to no puqaise. Rowdy soon followed Fly, and 
to close the scene, Kale, ami an elegant imported hound of Lieut. 
Gardner, both animals that for grace, beauty, anil speed, have 
probably no peers in Western Kansas, paid the debt of nature. 

'lhe best dogs die Mrst, uml the latter two were a very king and 
queen. The loss to Mr. Kelley anil Lieut. Gardner is one that 
their friends will readily understand. 

It is not everybody that enjoys this kind of sport, hut once a 
participant, there are hut Tew who will not admire the graceful 
animals, and after so noble an eltort, be sorry to sec them die.—

I 
ain also well aware Unit as soon as they can he bred true to color 
and hardness (then and not till then) the scale of (mints can be 
modified. It will also lie seen that I have thrown in “the tall,” 
tlniH giving preference to head and body properties. Some of the 
“head” properties are seldom, if ever, seen in such perfection as 1 
give them, but I am luving down general rules, which I hope may 
he easily understood. 

SknU. —Narrow, parallel and well rounded; entirely free from 
flatness, and not receding, but extra high at. occiput, and covered 
witli a nice silky tuft. 

Jaio. —Long, tapering and sharp; us Rule dent as possible, be¬ 
tween the eyes, no dish, sous to form a line, if possible, from the 
nose-end along the joint of the skull to the occiput. The lips 
close titling and no flew. 

None. —Large, broad and well-angled, the more acute the better. 
Blues have black noses, livers. Unties, sandics, have flesh colored. 

Teeth. —Pincher or over a little. 

Ears. —Large, Well forward, Hut to the cheek, and ^pointed, 
thinly covered and well tipped with line silk. 

Ijtyx. —Tall, not wide apart, straight, stout, square set, very 
high behind, good sized feet. 

Tail. —Short, thick at root, tapering and sclmitar-shupcd, 
feathered ou lower side. 

Xcck and Shunkier *.— Neck long, deep at the base; shoulders 
flat. 

Body. —Short coupled, flat ribs and deep, not wide in chest, 
well-arched hack, and well “elickud-up” loins, light quarters. 

/fair. —Hard and wiry, standing up, but not curled, each in¬ 
dividual hair having its own twist, as if it lmd been slightly 
singed, anil about an inch long. 

Color. —Deep blue, deep brown, usually called “liver,” lintv, 
resembling loose flux, silkies of both blue and liver simile, and the 
commoner colors of blue anil-tun and liver and tun.

The Hampton Field Trials. 

Perry, Iowa, Sept. 18, 1877. 

Editor CnicAGo Field: —The great interest with which the 
Field Trials reecnty held ut Hamilton were regarded throughout 
the length and breadth of the land by all true sportsmen, con¬ 
strains me to send you a few lines. 

After a most disagreeable and fatiguing ride from Milwaukee I 
arrived at Hampton some days previous to the trials. I found 
Mohawk and several others on the ground, doing all in their (low¬ 
er to assist Dr. Leas in arranging the preliminaries for the ap¬ 
proaching 4tli prox. Dr. Leas did uli In his power to protect the 
ground on which the trials were to take place, and where the na¬ 
tives and blue bloods were to cross swords. Those coming to 
handle their dogs had been sent, off 15 or 20 miles into t.hc sur¬ 
rounding country, ami brought, good reports of birds, etc., etc., 
when they came to town. 

The Doctor had been indefatigable in bis endeavors to quarter 
comfortably all comers, especially those coining from long distan¬ 
ces, and entering their dogs under disadvantages that all fair- 
minded men must acknowledge. Mohawk was there hard at work, 
doing Ids full share, with the nervous energy that characterizes 
the man, and when did we ever know our chieftain to shirk Ids 
work, or that, of others when some one lmd to do it; No wonder 
wus it, that ut Butler Centre, lie could not find his shooting coat 
when lie had it on, nor that the old -cock-bird got. off occasion¬ 
ally scot free from Ids Williams A: Powell, somewhat to Ids dis- 
comfciturc, ami the amazement of Peg and Blanche. 

By-the-way, I must relate a little “ jouk:” One afternoon Dra¬ 
co, Mulmwk, Kellogg, of Detroit, and myself, were piloted by 
Mr. Parks (one of the resident, crack shots) to some good chicken 
ground. Draco and Parks fell together; Mohawk started off on 
a lonely scout, and Kellogg and self followed suit. The lay of the 
ground and the flight of the birds In the course of an hour or two 
brought Draco and Parks parallel to Mohawk, though out of each 
other’s sight on account of a high ridge of ground. Presently, 
bang! bung! and over the ridge came a chicken Barks yells out: 
“Let us sit down, and we’ll get. some of those birds”, Down they 
go ns if Von Culin bad spiked them. Bang! bang! over cornea 
another,—is missed by Parks, but falls to the well-known sound 
of Draco’s gun. No more coming; they rise up and exchange sig¬ 
nificant glances—smile—when In, over the brow of tlie hill the 
Indian warrior comes. After much searching: Molmwk— 
“There’s a dead bird over here.” Draco—“1 know there is.” 
Mohawk—“Yes, but there’s two.” Draco—‘‘All right; the other 
one you will And about two miles further on.” 

The feeling was strong in regard to the stay-at-homes, espe¬ 
cially newspaper dog men. And here let me say that breeders of flue 
stock, whether blue-hloods or natives, who do not enter their 
dogs and give their aid and counlemiueu to Hold trials, will be 
out of the race in the future. Leading American sportsmen are 
determined to make Held trials a success, and I shall not be 
much astonished if Illinois, Indiana or Ohio gives us one OU 
quails this year. Next year certainly will see it. 

Too mucii praise cannot, be given to those who brought, quail 
(logs and entered them to compete with dogs to the manor horn. 
I wonder, however, that so few Iowa men came to the scratch. 
There are many good dogs in Iowa that/should have been entered, 
but us my friend “John” would express it, “Their owners hadn’t 
the neene." Gentlemen, come to time next year without fail. 

I lmd the pleasure of shooting one afternoon in company with the 
the populur and genial Ed. Hillman, of Detroit, Mich. My 
dog found a covey, and I signaled him. Over he came in 
great, haste. His dog Bur, however, would not back nor obey 
the whistle (blown with the full force of Edward’s stentorian 
lungs,) but rushed headlong into a tine large covey. 

Up they got a long way off. The left hand barrel of the “Terror 
of Michigan” sustained its wide reputation, and 1 was fortunate 
enough to duplicate the result. The stern resolve on the face of 
Edward as lie went for that ilog, delivered the merited chastise¬ 
ment, and actually sat down on him , was only cqulled by the look 
of sorrow and grief which replaced it as lie turned to me and said, 
“God only knows where they have gone to, and we may never 
see them again.” 

The “dark dog”—the Russian pointer from the celebrated 
Komcro kennel, was unable to compete, owing to Ills left foot 
having been run over by the Cuiinum House ’buss. Tills was a 
sad blow to several of tlie knowing ones, as they bad made up 
their minds to wager their spare cash on his making a clean score 
iu the champion cluss. 

I lmd the pleasure of meeting many representative sportsmen, 
and “converse sweet” was held on many topics of mutual interest. 
The midnight controversy—held in No. 12—as to “What consti¬ 
tutes a flush t" will long he remembered by those present, and I 
shall nut he surprised if it calls forth an “editorial” on that sub¬ 
ject. 

Everything passed of pleasantly and harmoniously, and yearly 
field trials on pinnated grouse arc now assured. There was no 
one present but acknowledged that benefit bad been derived per¬ 
sonally. As a mutter of course the rules were found to be faulty, 
tmt there is ample time to remedy uml revise them before next your. 
There are many more desirable places than Hampton uml vicinity 
for Field Trials, as well as ways for holding them, which discus¬ 
sion on tlie subject will bring to light. Traveler.

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sense thebetter. It Is an adage tlmt justice Is blind; better let 
ua Bay an idiotic fool of tile worst type. 

But, however, Justice Meuch’s decision will not deter us from 
our determination to enfore the law. Water street lias been, and 
is to-day the hot-bed of the worst violators of the game laws, 
with the exception, perhaps, of those parasites of sportsmen, the am¬ 
ateur pot-hunters; jackdaws in peacocks’ feathers; follows who 
are shunter* but not sportsmen. 

These Water street fellows are bullies of tho worst kind, asses 
lu Hons’ skins, great, blatant, loud-mouthed cowards, and their 
threats have no more elteet on us than the yelping of the veriest 
curs. They have run riot, and have heretofore dotted the law with 
their boiubust, but we don't scare worth a cent, but on Ihe con¬ 
trary, propose to force them into obeying the law, neither asking 
nor giving an inch. 

Ami as for the amateur pot-hunters we are determined to mete 
out to them the same measure whenever we get the chance. It is 
a blot on the sportsmen of Chicago to think that they hold their 
hauds and see the law violated without making any effort to pre¬ 
vent it. While we would like to see a concerted actiou, because 
we believe it would be more effective, yet we are able to carry it 
through without them, and propose to do so. 


THE VIOLATIONS OF THE CAME LAW. 

Last week we alluded to the two cases of the M ater street 
game dealers, Ender Cc Myers and F. C. Mather 0: Co., whom we 
prosecuted on a charge of violating the game law before Jus¬ 
tice Mcaeh, and which were decided against us. The decision hav- 
iug been rendered just as we were going to press we did not have 
time to give the facts in Ihe case; we do so now and leave our 
readers to form their own conclusions. 

Having been credible informed in August that both woodcocks 
and prairie chickens were being sold by the game-dealers of this 
city in violation of the game law of the State, with a desire to 
put a stup to it, we essayed the role of a detective, and visited the 
various Water street dealers under pretense of wishing to buy ; 
but, being known, we failed, each and every one professing they 
had none on hand, nor would have until the law permitted. 

Feeling satistled of Hie true reason why we could not get them, 
we detailed My. Hornsby, of thisolHce, to work the matter -up, 
and directed him to spare neither trouble nor expense to obtain, 
if possible, evidence sullleient to convict, against as many as pos¬ 
sible who were selling illicit game. A personal attempt on his 
part failed, as he, too, doubtless was suspected; but this much 
he was informed, that he could have them if "properly vouched 
for.’* 

On the ltith of August he wrote a letter—not, however, using 
our otllce paper or envelopes—to Ender A Myers requesting them 
to send him by bearer a brace of prairie chickens, and signed a 
tlctitious name. The letter was sealed and sent by a telegraph 
messenger boy, who in return brought back a brace of prairie 
chickens closely wrapped up in brown paper. The price paid for 
them was ninety cents. A similar letter was then sent to F. C. 
Mather & Co., with the same result. The price paid for them was 

eighty cents. , .. . , , „ 

We Immediately placed the cases in the hands of Messrs, 
palmer A Durkee to prosecute, but us we had to leave the follow¬ 
ing night for Hampton, Iowa, and as Ihe law gave us thirty days 
in which to bring the suits, we delayed the matter until our re¬ 
turn. On the 14th of Sept, we Hied our complaint and the fol 
lowing day the accused parties were arrested. 

On Tuesday the 18th the eases were tried. Messrs. Lnders A 
Myres were represented by their attorney; Mr. Mathei defended 
himself; and we will here advise Mr. Mather to quit the game 
business and Btndy law, for as a lawyer he would be a success. 
We always give credit where it is due, and although a digression, 
yet are forced to admit that he put Ender A Myer’s counsel in the 
shade, with the ability aud dexterity with which lie managed his 
cose,confused our witnesses, and gained his acquittal. Now, too, is 
a good opportunity for Mr. Mather, as there will lie lots of \Vuter 
street eases before the season is over, and although we will not 
promise him the same success as in his own case, yet we will 
guarantee him cases enough if the \Y ater street game dealers 
will only give them to him. . .. 

But for ttic evidence. Mr. Hornsby testified to the facts 
already related; the telegraph boy swore to delivering the 
letters, receiving the packages aud delivering them to Mr. 
Hornsby. Neither be nor Mr. Hornsby, however, could identify 
either of the men present as the one who received the letters^ or 
delivered the game, excepting in the ease of F. 0. Mather A Co., 
when the boy got confused and pointed out a constable, in 
Justice Meach’s offlec as the one who delivered the package to 
him at Mather’s store. Mather immediately called the constable 
to the stand, swore him and got his assertion that lie had uever 
been in the employ of Mather A Co. 

Both Mather and Ender A Myers also proved- by witnesses that 
there were other parties in the same business oecupj’ing the store 
each of them carried on their business in. The object of this is 
readily seen, mid it bad its elteet oil the Judge and bis decision. 
The accused, moreover, swore that they had not had in their 
store during the month of August prairie chickens. 

On the strength of the evidence, Justice Meach decided that 
inasmuch as it could not lie clearly proved, that either ot the ac¬ 
cused had personally sold the game, they could not be held under 

the charge. . , , , 

Justice Meach Is said to be an upright judge and a good lawyer. 
Iu law we do not profess to be versed, but common sense, which, 
however, we believe law is not guided by, induces us to take ex¬ 
ception to hie simile to Mr. Durkee, that supposing some one wrote 
to him for a brace of prairie chickens, and he being absent, his 
clerk went out and bought them and delivered them, it would not 
be just to hold him, Mr. Durkee, responsible for the act of 
his clerk. Justice Meach will pardon us, but we de¬ 
cline to accept the case as a parallel to those at is¬ 
sue. Mr. Dukee is a lawyer; a friend writes to him to buy him a 
brace of prairie chickens; lie is absent, and Ills clerk, who opens 
the letter, either in igtiorancc of the provisions of the law or in 
his desire to please a friend of Mr. Durkcc'a, goes out and buys 
the game, aud sends it as requested. Justice Meach will please 
observe that Mr. Durkee is not in the game business, nor does 
his clerk buy it and sell it again, but merely, in the absence of 
his employer, complies with the request in a letter to his priori 
pal. The cases of the game dealers are entirely dilTereot. In the 
lirst place they are dealers in game, buying aud selling game for 
a living. They are publicly known as such. A letter property di- 
rested lend sealed is sent to them; the letter is opened and the 
prairie chlckenB asked for are returned; the price is de- 
ducted and the proper change also returned. 
Docs Justice Meach wish us to understand that, as a point 
law', unless it can lie proved that a member of a firm personally 
opens, a letter and delivers the goods ordered, the firm cannot be 
held responsible. If so, then principals are not responsible for 
tho acta of their clerks, and all that all accursed law-violating 
game dealer lias to do, Is to let his dork fill the orders while he 
pockets his pro tits, illgotten by his criminal act, anti snaps Ills lin¬ 
ger iu the face of the law. Our view may not be law; but if 
Justice Meach’s is, then the law is tho most Infernal rot that we 
have ever heard of, and the sooner we assimilate law to eommou 


A Fall Ripi.s Meeting fok Chicago. —Under the auspices o 
the Dearborn Rille Club, recently reorganized, aud of the Illinois 
Rille Association more recently formed, a title meeting is to be 
held at the ranges on Stony Island near this city. No sporting 
event in ibis city could possibly give us greater pleasure than the 
effective earn ing out of the programme propnred for this meet¬ 
ing. We have long mautaiued that Chicago must take the lead 
to make rille practice ill the West step out of its infancy on to 
the road of vigorous st rength. Chicago is the metropolis of the 
Northwest, and should, from it position, become to the riiluiucii 
of this section the headquarters that New York is to the rllkmeu 
of the East. 

A very good programme lias been drawn out, and Is briefly’us 
follows: Competition I, Inter-State mutch, open to teams of 
four from any state in the Union; in this match, Illinois, Miclii- 
igan and Wisconsin will be represented, possibly New York and 
California, though probably the latter State will not show up as 
they are more mid-range than long-range marksmeu. Missouri 
should be represented, and we earnestly call upon those gentle¬ 
men in St. Louis who arc interested in the developing of rille 
shooting in the West to come forward with a team. 

Competition II is the Mid-Range Mutch,open to all members of 
any rille club; 500 yards, ten shots. Competition III is tlie All 
Comers’ Short-Range Match; ten shots at 300 yards. Competition 
IV is for the Dearborn Club Challenge Bowl, open to teams of 
four from any rifle club duelv organized, lifted! shots at 300, 900 
and 1,000 yards. Competition V, Long Distance Mutch; chal¬ 
lenge badge for the best individual score; open to members of 
regular rifie clubs. Competition VI, All Comers Short-Range 
Military Match, open to members of any state military organiza¬ 
tion or rille club, with military rifle, ut 300 yards, ten shots. 

The programme is Judiciously appointed and the prizes offered 
are liberal. No entrance fee seems to be called for by tlie pros¬ 
pectus aud the whole effort has been devoted to obtaining hand¬ 
some entries. We call upon our Northwestern riflemen to make 
a good showing before those of our English cousins who will call 
liereou their way to Western Helds. Sir Henry Halford will 
bring a number of British marksmen with him, and we shall 
have to gather our best shots together to defend tlie trophies 
offered from the grasp of our visitors. 

We should like to see riflemen come In from Strcator, Spring 
Held and Elgin in this state; from Fort Wayne, Indiana; from 
Detroit, as well as those already promised to attend from Jack- 
son, Michigan, aud Marinette as well as from Milwaukee.

Being 
n good swimmer Mr. llalloek fortunately, after much exertion, 
reached the shore, while Dr. Estes, who cannot swim, climbed up 
on the hull and straddling it floated to shore. It was a very nar¬ 
row escape for both. While they were lucky to have escaped 
drowning, yet Mr. llalloek met with a very severe loss. Ill* 
gun fishing-tackle, elotliiug and camp outfit, to the value ol 
tl 500, and though last, not least, his copious notes, of what he 
had seen, wore. lost.

Mr. Llewellin Narrates a Curious Incident. 

Tiieowynt, South Wales, Sept. 8, 1877. 

Editob Chicaoo Field :—“Black Ned,” in your issue of Aug. 
11th, relates an amusing circumstance, which goes far to 
Illustrate the truth of the old adage, that “a bird In the hand (in 
this caBc in the mouth) is worth a dozen In the bu6h”—or on the 
wing. He winds up by giving it aa his opinion that this Is the 
only instance of a dog acting as a patent pigeon trap. About 
five years ago, when grouse shooting on a very hot August da)', 
on my North Wales mountains, my setters found a pack of 
grouse, three birds of which fell to the guns of myself and my 
friend. The setters lay motionless, and a very excellent black 
retriever, whose post had hitherto been at heel, was ordered on to 
fetch the shot game. He soon found and brought two of tlie 
three, which were killed outright. He waa then sent for the 
third. This turned out to bo an old cock, and I need not remind 
any one who has shot grouse on our bills what a dance a winged 
old cock will take you. Of all crafty old dodgers in tlie game line 
commend me to a winged old cock, especially amongst peat holes, 
aud in dry hot Weather. The old cock had not belied hia nature, 
and had, as usual, run away down wind, twisting aud turning 
amongst the interminable windings of the peat bogs, and at last 
thrusting himself, as is his wont, deep into the thickest bunch ol 
heather he could select. The retriever sot off slowly and patiently 
to track him out, first of all quartering into the wind to cnfFTi the 
scout of where he fell, aud then as soon as he hit off the trick of 
the cunning bird, he looked no more to the wind for him, but 
turning tall he went off ou the foot scent down wind at a run, 
and in time came up with Sir Grouse in his socrct hiding placo. 
The setters, although deeply interested in the process, and watch¬ 
ing with all their eyes the turns and twists of their friend the 
black retriever, now’ disappearing over the brow of a distant 
hillock, yet obedient to discipline, lay meanwhile couched in the 
heather, hut being high spirited, however, and young, tlieir heads 
kept turning from the distant pursuit hack to us, with sharp keen 
looks. The retriever now looms In view bearing our troublesome 
friend, the old cock, and beiug an extremely tender mouthed dog

and the old cock giving a flutter he stopped and arranged him 
more to his satisfaction. A few yards nearer and another flutter, 
followed by another stop for arrangement, gave the old grouse 
the chance he wanted, and having recovered from the slight wing 
tip lie had received, he bribed the dog to let him go, who opened 
his mouth (when not more than fifty yards from home) and away 
went the old rascal, cackling out Ida crow of defiance, while wc 
stood petrified with amazement, and actually forgot that we had 
guns in our hands, watching the grouse that was ns good as 
bagged sailing away over the open moor, the hot sun shining 
upou his bare bock, whence the feathers had been pulled out by 
the dog in his last despairing grab. Our eyes followed the 
shining white back till it was lost to view on the far distant 
brown moor. The tableau that followed you may Imagine. 
Again, I was down in the low lands partridge shooting, 
ami accompanied by the flame retriever, we came to 
a very broken piece of ground, a stubble Held, with 
patches here and there of bramble bushes. We had seen a covey of 
birds settle somewhere In tliut ground, and I told my keeper to 
go on the other side of a hillock with my friend, and to take the 
dog with him, whilst I remained where I was. The height of the 
hillock that divided us completely hid them and their doings 
from my view. Presently I heard some loud laughter, and look¬ 
ing up saw a partridge coining at speed over my head. 1 waited 
till it got to killing distance, fired, and brought it down. My 
friend then came round the side of the hill not able to speak for 
laughing. After giving him what I thought a reasonable time, 
I begged of him, if lie had not completely lost his sense* to tell 
me the secret of the excellent joke, whatever it was, and what 
had happened the other side of the hill to put him in such an en¬ 
viable frame of mind. He then told me that, as they were pass¬ 
ing a few clumps of brumbies the dog appeared to wind some¬ 
thing, they encouraged him, lie made a quick dusii and snatch, 
and came out of the bush with a live partridge. He then ‘‘without 
any just cause or impediment,” eooly opened his mouth and the 
partridge flew away over the hill, only to meet his fate, however, 
as it appeared, when heshowed himself on my side. We both said 
the dog would be worth using Instead of a trap to let go pigeons 
at shouting matches. This is the first time 1 have ever commit¬ 
ted these two extraordinary circumstances to writing and was re¬ 
minded of them by reading “Black Ned’s” letter. The retriever 
in question was a great strong-built powerful dog, anil u splendid 
swimmer. lie was remarkably tender-mouthed with his birds, 
and I have seen him swim a rapid river (the Welch Dee) in the 
depth of Winter, when the current was coming from the moun¬ 
tains at I know not how many miles ati hour, and fetch back a 
little delicate teal that had been wing broken, without hurting it 
in the least, and without cvcu milling a feather. Yet the same 
dog was a great lighter, aud by no means “tender-mouthed” 
when his hackles were up, either to men or dogs. Moreover, al¬ 
though tender with his game as I said, still never, except on 
those two occasions, did lie deliberately often hi# mouth to let 
them go. 

Perhaps I ought to explain to “Black Ned” that wc do not as a 
rule permit or teach our pointers and setters to retrieve, but keep 
a regular dog for the business. This one was one of the breed, 
a “retriever projier,” black, powerful, and short legged, with a deal 
of Labrador in him, with pace enough to catch a wounded hare if 
sent for it, a good swimmer (for the Winter wild fowl shooting) 
aud with dash and pluck to dive into brakes of black thorn and 
briars after a wounded woodcock or pheasant, regardless of pricks 
and scratches; yet whose position, until orders and whilst the 
Betters are ranging, is walking soberly at heel, with his great in¬ 
telligent head always close beside your kucc nor will hot firing 
all around him make him leave that place till told to go. Such is 
our sober faithful black slave. I could relate more stories of 
wild shooting which “Black Ned’s” tale has conjured up, but 
have trespassed I fear too long already.

J. B. C. Lucas, president of the St. Louis Brown Stockings, 
and active member of all our shooting ami fishing clubs, as well 
as an untiring hunter, and excellent field and trap shot, has lately 
returned from an extended chicken shoot, embracing in its scope 
Southwest Missouri and Kansas, and Hampton, Iowa. He took in 
three or four days of the Hampton trials, and then spent several 
days with Whitford over the St. Louis doge, on chickens. Whit- 
ford, with the dogs, is expected home to-day. 

E. C. Sterling, well-known to “blue-blood” dog owners all over 
the country, is home again from u long trip to Minnesota, looking 
well. 

Chas. H. Turner had the misfortune to lose his red Irish bitch, 
Hose, a few weeks’ since, just ou the eve of her whelping. By 
the offer of $50 lie got her hack with two pups out of a litter of 
seven, aud those two had their tails docked. He hopes to get 
the rest of the litter and put the thieves in jail. 

Dr. Clapton, Dr. Case, Mr. L. M. Kcnnett, Mr, Jno. Boland and 
some others from here had excellent shooting this season, utChe- 
topa, Kan. Mr. J. M. Vimout spent a week on the Kansas Pa¬ 
cific, making good bags every day. Geo. W. Bally, Tom Uussell 
and Mr. Terry, three lawyers, had two days’ sport in Illinois, on 
the Yaudalia K. R. 

Dr. Holman, a prominent physician here, will enter his hand¬ 
some black pointer bitch, “Queen,” at the dog show. David 
Bally, a real estate dealer will also enter his orange and white 
setter bitch at the. show. 

There will lie a team of the Quincy club here during the Fair 
week, to shoot a like number of the St. Louis Gun Club, at 
pigeons. 

The new race track and grounds are nearly completed, and 
there is to be racing iu the first week of October, 

Mr. Johnson and two Messrs. Young, from Jackson, Miss., 
wore here last Saturday, cm their way home from a trip into 
Kansas, and sjie.nt the afternoon at the Gun Club grounds shoot¬ 
ing pigeons with severul of the members. 

Among the attractions at tho St. Louis Exposition is a depart¬ 


ment devoted to the St. Louis patent shell. The company has 
ou exhibition an immense display of the sIicIIb, and the gentlo- 
mun In charge show* the entire process of making the Khells, 
from the paper cutting to the finishing. There are to be seen 
paper iu strips and hollow tubes; brass in sheets and the brass 
heads as they arc first punched out aud afterwards formed. The 
reinforce or funnel shaped base in long narrow slips ami after it 
is rolled and pressed into shape; and the tools for doing it. Also 
the primers and manner of putting them on. There has been of 
late a eomplaint from a few “big loaders,” that the shell would 
not hold big charges, owing to its funnel shape base. The com¬ 
pany has corrected this by shaping the base a little different, and 
to-day I was shown a number 10 shell loaded with six drachms of 
powder, with two pink edge wads on it, and one and a quarter 
ounces shot with a card wad on it, and the shell was well crimped. 
This change has been inude to satisfy the grumblers; not because 
it was necessary, for it has been fully demonstrated that six 
druchms iu the shell does no better than four drachms, and as 
well as any load In any other shell. 

Something of a new feature in sportsmen’s emporiums has 
been started here. The firm of Brown and Milder (the latter for 
a long time past the representative of the Remington Arms Com¬ 
pany, and the former a wholesale merchant of this city), have 
opened an establishment at 004 N. 4th street, and begins with 
the agency for Remington’s guns and rifles, and Greener’s guns. 
To these they are adding a complete stock of sportsmen’s goods. 
Connected with their store is to he a room handsomely fitted up 
and supplied with a sporting library, aud all the gentlemen’s 
papers; ami here are to lie made welcome local and visiting 
sportsmen, ut any and all times. The firm promise* to take gen¬ 
tlemen’s guns after a hunting trip, clean them up and put them 
away in a large case for that purpose, and keep them (u good 
order until again wanted, and at. no expense to the owners. They 
offer the use of their rooms to the gun clubs for all their meet¬ 
ings, and, in a word, will trv to make their place of business at¬ 
tractive to fancier* of rod aud gun. It will be a sportsmen’s 
headquarters. Mr. Brown is one of the best rifle shot* here 
—probably the best aud is moving now toward* the formation of 
a rifle club. If he *ucceeds, his store will be. the head-quarter* of 
the club, no doubt. Iu conversation with both the members of 
the firm, 1 was assured that they had gone Into this thing heartily, 
and were determined to identify themselves with sporting interests 
of St. Louis and the West, by having an establishment not ex¬ 
celled by any in New York. Anonym. 


Odds mid Ends. 

UY MLACK NED. 

I noticed in Chicago Field, issue of the St.li, that Chill Shot 
fires a chilling and shivering shot at me. It was a* uncalled-for 
as the necessity of my rising to explain every little exception 
taken to my writing. The remark was intended for those gener¬ 
ous spirits that never give people credit of doing or writing any¬ 
thing disinterestedly; hut such, I was far from judging C. 8. 

I am pleased to notice, in same issue, that Gloan intend* testing 
the merits of Kay’s concentrator, whereupon I feel justified in 
offering some few suggestions, which will he boncflciul to him and 
others intending to give them a trial. An experiment., worthy the 
time and expense, that ull limy know the value of this destruct¬ 
ive agent any time they choose to avail themselves of it* reliable¬ 
ness and power. In the first instance, ascertain, If you can use. 
them in your gun with the most advantageous result*, by opening 
it as if to load; take a concentrator iu your fingers ami allow it 
to drop iu the chamber, wire end down; notice if it fits snugly on 
entering the bore proper; place a wad on the hack end ol the 
concentrator, then take your cleaning-rod and push it through the 
barrel; if it passes the entire length .smoothly with u firm lit and 
so out of the muzzle, your gun is all right. Test the left barrel 
in a like manner. Presuming to have disposed of this satisfac¬ 
torily, the next step is loading the shell* properly, and to accom¬ 
plish this is perfectly simple if you adhere to the following plain 
directions: See that your shells arc the exact length and lit of 
the chambers, then pour iu the amount of powder you generally 
use; over this put a thin cardboard wad, then a thick felt, or that, 
which answers the same purpose, two of Kiev’s pink edge wads; 
now place your concentrator in, wire end up, and if possible or 
convenient, in conformity with the quantity of powder and wad* 
used, leave about tin £ of an inch of the natural shell remaining 
above the concentrator; turn this gently down iu the ordinary 
manner. But, remember, iu no case use any wail or substance 
over the concentrator, or cut the shell off hi make a neat turn¬ 
down; this last dodge, I am sorry to say, is the common practice 
in many gun stores where customers order their shells loaded, 
being done to produce a smooth job, at the expense of the shoot¬ 
ing qualities of the gun. 

If these simple instructions arc carried out, whether in the use 
of concentrators or loose shot, many guns would be found first- 
class performers, which at present, are thought unfortunate pur¬ 
chase*. Sportsmen a* a rule are too credulous and trusting in 
those with whom they deal. If they would inquire more gener¬ 
ally into the mlnuthe, and personally demonstrate theories they 
would be astonished at the humbug* that are in circulation, and 
would save many dollar* mid mortifications. 

One won! of caution before closing this topic. Never, because 
it is possible to insert a ten gauge concentrator in a twelve gunge 
bras* shell, lire the »ame through twelve guuge barrels. In¬ 
stances of this kind have occurred, and surprise has arisen from 
the poor results in consequence. I would have been more sur¬ 
prised if the result lmd been ordinary. 

There is another little eml I wish to criticise before eliding. 
The St. Louis Shell Company makes a grave, mistake in not using 
a better quality of paper. I admit I like them and their princi¬ 
ple, but to me they have two great objections, the first being the 
thickness and uneavenne** of the paj>cr. Secondly, it Is not stiff 
enough; lacking the finish and firmness of the English shells. As 
regards miss-fires, I have experienced none. In my last hundred, 

I noticed one or two Imperfect copper base*. Care should he taken to 
obviate these trifling objections, and if done, I and some friends 
would never use any other; they just fill the bill in my wise, not 
being an advocate of heavy charges of powder, which has become 
so fashionable of late. 

News items concerning game and shooting arc quite dull. 
Squire Smith and a friend from New Brunswick, N. J., while shoot¬ 
ing rails on the meadows below the city, flushed eleven English 
snipe, which show* an early migration this year. I had a letter from 
a friend in Florida corroborating this statement; he mentions 
the early appearance of ail our Northern birds. 

Woodcocks are scarce. J am Intending to give the Fall flight 
and ruffed grouse a twist soon, and if I have any success or see 
anything worthy of note will insert in my next. 

Bay birds arc plenty in the smaller varieties, hut the larger 
specie* are scarce. 

From the report the Boston Dog Show did not prove a great 
success; in fact I could not find out anything About it until all 
wasover, having intended entering Duchess—in the poiliter puppy 
chi**. I think they did not care for outside competition. 

The scarcity of birds at Hampton was unfortunate, after all 
your endeavors to make it a success. I received some prairie 
chickens from 8. B. Dilley, the fruits of champion Hanger aud 


master; they were cooked and packed in fresh butter, a simple 
way of preserving, hut they did not keep well after their arrival 
(too good). Friend Burt accept my most sincere thanks. 

Next week the monthly contest for the champion badge of the 
Newark Gun Club takes place. Some think J. Solomon Duston 
will win, but others differ; will report. More anou. 


Stray Note lets from (Jftpt Ducaigne. 


Cincinnati, O., Sept. 21, 1877. 

Editoii Ciiicaqp Field: Divers and sundry have been the 
infractions of the game and fish laws hereabouts, and here, as 
elsewhere, we have experienced difficulty in getting the merited 
punishment meted out. Some of the cases reported from the 
East and from the Northwest iu which plucky spirits, disregard¬ 
ing threats, have done the cause good service, have been of 
greater magnitude than any we have hud here; but a case which 
came up and was disposed of on yesterday was of sufficient inter¬ 
est to print, because it may encourage the “weak brethren” to 
put in a few energetic “lieks” elsewhere. Strike out from the 
shoulder, I say, and let ’em hear something “drap." Hurt some¬ 
body’s feelings. Touch with the cAUstic their only sensitive place, 
fbr honor they have none, their pocket nerve. The editor of The 
CiiicAuo Field has done us and the cause a service by his fear¬ 
lessness, ami us sportsmen and gentleman we should see to it 
that he and Tiie Chicado Field have our support and co-opera¬ 
tion. The little case to which I have referred was The State vs. 
DoImjU Hinkles, Vincent Winnings and Jacob Winning*.—The 
defendants were farmers living in the vicinity of Burnesburg, this 
county, and were indicted for illegally fishing, by seining, iu the 
water* of the Big Miami, on the 24th of July last. The two Win¬ 
nings appeared iu court yesterday ami pleaded guilty of the of¬ 
fense. Hinkles came to town for the purpose, hut at the time the 
plea* were taken was not present. It wa* understood that he, 
too, would plead guilty, and the sentence passed on the Winnings 
was understood to he passed on him also. The Winnings stated 
in reply to the court, that they were merely fishing for their own, 
amusement and mil. for profit. 

The court caused the law to he read to them, which, owing to 
Its being of recent, date, we reproduce here. It is as follows: 

“Whoever, except at points in the waters of tills shite below 
the common level at high or back-water of Lake Eric, and except 
also iu the water* of any natural or artificial lake, pond or reser¬ 
voir, lying wholly within this state, and having a surface not ex¬ 
ceeding i s ,000 or less than ten acres, injures, or kills, or catches 
In any other way than by hook and line, any fish, except min¬ 
now*,or own* or possess any fish pond or fish trap in,or connected 
with, any watercourse, natural or artificial, or catches, or inter¬ 
feres with, or in any manner maliciously interfere* with, or in any 
manner maliciously disturbs any fish in any private fish pond 
having a surface not exceeding ten acres, shall he fined not less 
than ten dollars nor more than fifty, or imprisoned not more than 
thirty days, or both.” 

The court, iu passing sentence, remarked that the object of the 
law was a very salutary one. It was to protect fish from being 
destroyed with seine or net., or in any manner than by hook and 
line, tlie object being to give fish an equal advantage with the 
angler. There were association* throughout the state, formed for 
the purpose of protecting fish and game, which association* are 
seeking to have the law enforced, believing that if improper 
means were taken in catching fish and game that the species 
would he entirely exterminated. It appeared in this cose, how¬ 
ever, that the parties had not caught the fish for profit, aud that 
they lmd pleaded guilty. The sentence would !>c the minimum of 
the law—$10 fine, and costs. 

One of our dnilies remarks that a number of “ parties who 
have shares in seines at various points along the Miami river have 
been detected in taking fish in large quantities in their seine*. 
They probably know tlmt. this business is altogether contrary to 
law, aud a* persons are on the lookout for them, with the intent 
of securing names for the purpose of prosecuting them for vio¬ 
lating the law, we advise these fishermen to at once desist from 
the illegal practice, or they will have trouble and expense to meet. 
Tho violators of the fish law are known and spotted, and they 
will evince some sense if they hold up ut. once.” 

Too many sportsmen arc having muzzle-loaders altered to breech¬ 
loaders, too many, because of those who have lmd their guns 
“ converted,” not a few learn too late the costly lesson that a 
hail, to answer best the purpose of its construction, must, have 
had a designer and builder, and be built for a certain definite 
purpose; that when a fine weapon, <?.//., built as a muzzle-loader, 
is torn too piece* ami rebuilt on a different plan, and to serve a 
radically different purpose, and by workmen who may be igno¬ 
rant and unskillful, such radical change of plan and purpose may 
give you something comparatively useless if not positively dan¬ 
gerous. Not every muzzle-loader,—very few of them—can be 
economically and safely converted. 

Here, in the “ Paris of America,” we have some compensations 
—gracious law that.—for the absence of those delights, dear to 
the heart, of the sportsman who i* tied against his will, to urban 
things. Our hill-tops bristle with resorts crowded with happy 
throngs, and our fountain, libraries, parks, arcade, zoological 
garden, fine bridges, and prospective music ball—the latter well 
on towards completion—render our town one of the pleasantest 
ones of our country. The feelings become bouyant with the ad¬ 
vent of Autumn,—for vacation comcth, and I rejoice greatly at 
the prospect of again sniffing the prairie breeze.

The paper iu the St. Louis shell Is better than it was at first, but is 
not good enough yet. It doex cut a crimping machine and crush 
badly on the gun in spite of certificate*. 

1 wish the 8t Louis Shell Company the largest possible success, 
mid can tell them tliut their shell* will be used East when they 
equal the Eley shell In material. 

I believe I was the first jHirsou in Massachusetts, if not in New 
England, to use thqsc shells, oven ordering them from St. Louis 
and paying express Charges upon them here, so anxious was I to 
buy the new invention and to sec it succeed. 

Iu writing of thcae shells of course I only speak of those l have 
been able to get. It Is jMisslble that the shell faring made to day 
is a belter article than 1 have seen; If so, when I find it true, I 
will quickly oonccdc it.

,-ago yield: —The shooting season has now fairly opened in this 
province and some large bags of cocks have been made, 
hut there is not near the number of llils bird as there was some 
few years ago, and each year they appear to become scarcer. They 
come here from the South about the month of March, when they 
build their nests—mostly In low, thick swampy woods or breaks, 
on the ground or at the root of a tree or on a log. 1 lie wood¬ 
cocks arc very scarce this season and what few there are roipiire a 
very steady hand and ipiick eye to “bring down. - ’ They leave hero 
directly, tlie frost comes and return to whence they came. 
Plover which has been very scarce for the past eight year's ap¬ 
pears to have made a mill on us again and in the early morning 
may be met with in large numbers, but directly tlie sun is up, 
they disappear, no one knows whither.

Visions of bears, deer, turkeys, chickens, squirrels, 
etc., disturbed tlie hunters' dreams last night. They will com¬ 
mence- “driving up" deer, chickens, etc., early Monday morning 
with the wild pack. 

The squirrels, as far West as Texas, migrated F.ast, passing here 
a few veurs ago; the mighty Mississippi river failed to present a 
barrier to their march eastward, and thousands were killed as 
they passed. They have now concluded, from some cause, to 
“Uo West,” and are passing here in immense numbers, much to 
the delight of the freedmen owning east iron shot guns, whose 
larders are low in meat at this season of the year. 

Quails are reported in great abundance, more so than for many 
years; the tirst hatch are now fully grown. Many small coveys, 
unable to fly, are making their appearance, making an abun¬ 
dance of birds a certainty for the Tennessee Field Trials in No¬ 
vember. The management have made ample arrangements to 
have a large numjter ot live quails in coops, to be turned loose if 
needed, insuring tlie greatest abundance of birds at the trials.

prize. No telescopes or field-glasses, except thoae in use by tbe scorer, 
will be allowed, bnt a competitor may look through a scorer s glass and 
locate the shots for himseif, if he so prefer. Entries to close on the 

range at ten o'clock A. M.. on the day of the match.

Maictin’s Reply to Captain Booaudus.—Chicago, Sept. 24, 
1877 :—Editor Chicago Field :—I *ee that Capt. Bogardus has at last 
deigned lo notice, in his usual nleusant way. myiieU and the .Sage hall. 
Now, had the Captain kept faith with me. or had he shown even com¬ 
mon courtesy iu return for favors I extended him last year, against ad¬ 
vice of many business men, no spring traps like those called the Bu- 
gardue would ever have been made by me, but be made promisee re¬ 
garding goods that he failed to keep. My customers became clamor¬ 
ous for their order*, and I made aud sold about half a dozen spring 
traps, exchanging them afterward*, when desired, for the Bogardus.

It was only with extreme 
difficulty that I got it.” Now. the pigeon trap in question, has been in 
use for ten years back, and a similar trap for throwing egg®. y i!ar 

hack, of the Bogardus patent. How can he swear it is his own inven¬ 
tion In claiming his patent? Aud if he think* his case will hold in law 
why don't be commence suit against some of the dozen clubs wbo bavo 
made aud are using traps like his? 

Now, regarding the balls. Captniu. I can't exactly accept yonr prop¬ 
osition; I don’t understand the private rnarklng on the bottom of your 
ball well euougb. I might mistake the “thick and bard ” mark Tor tbe

Dog- Whip’s Reply to Gttido. 

Stkathuoy, Ontario, Canada, Sept. 5, 1S77. 

Editor Chicago Field: — In your issue of the 1st Inst, is a 
challenge from Guido to me, to run two of Mr. Campbell's dogs 
against. Purls or Clip, or any dogs in my kennel, a trial of endur¬ 
ance. Without making any excuses, 1 simply decline the chal¬ 
lenge, and would wish to inform Guido that the great success my 
kennel luis hud both at bench shows und Field Trials does not dis¬ 
turb my ballast in the least. 

While 1 respect Guido us u sportsman and a gentleman us much 
I believe us any man who has the pleasure of his acquaintance, 
still he must excuse me for fulling hack on hard facts, when I say 
that 1 consider him the most prejudiced and unreasonable of all 
those who have opposed the introduction of the Field Trial setter 
to this country. I ustead of procuring specimens and trying them, 
and satisfying himself of their superiority or inferiority, he has 
stood up most stubbornly and unrcasnably iu favor of the ill-bred 
native against his better bred rival, in the face of such facts as 
would convince all but those who will not be convinced. Guido 
and I have had a pretty good tight, he us the king of the Croak¬ 
ers, and I as the father of the Blues; and I think I am correct in 
saying he has come off second best. In issuing such a challenge 
to me ns Guido has done, those who arc not acquainted with tbe 
facts may think that lie is of opinion the Field Trial setter bus no 
bottom. Now, Sir Guido knows differently, and lias seen illustra¬ 
tions which have shown him that they have bottom; and he never 
would have issued the challenge if he knew it was a fair one, and 
that I would take it up. Does Guido suppose that, although I 
have twice bearded his lion, Campbell, iu his den, that I am ignor¬ 
ant of the fact that my dogs (bred and broken here in a cold, 
northern climate, taken 1,000 miles of a railroad journey to a 
southern climate, where cover, scent, game and everything is dif¬ 
ferent) are heavily handicapped, running against dogs raised and 
broken In Tennessee; if lie thinks they arc not., then his opinion 
Is different to mine and others who have tried it. No, Sir Guido’s 
challenge 16 Bimply: Who dare tread on the tall of Dog Whip’s 
coats—it has uo other meaning to it. 

He says the question of bottom in the Field Trial setter should 
be settled. I wonder if of the many pleas in Guido's bill of in¬ 
dictment against the blue blooded setter, this is the lost! The 
others, I hope, have been replied to to his satisfaction. I will now 
try and settle tiiis. “Has the Field Trial setter bottom?*’ }"&», 
he has; and Guido himself, Is one of my authorities for saying 60 . 
At the annual camp hunt of the Tennessee Sportmen's Associa¬ 
tion in September last, on the Arkansas prairies, (iuido amongst 
the rest, they had alH>ut thirty dogs all told. They hunted for 
one week, or very nearly, with the thermometer at from 80 to 100 
degs., und one dog, aud only one, was able to go as well ou the 
last as on the first day of the hunt, and that dog was Captain 
Henry’s Pride of the South, bred by me, by Leicester, out of 
Ihirt, and at that time was only a 15 months’old puppy; and 
what came of poor old Guy, the idol of Guido’s kennel? Why, 
he was so completely used up on on the second or third day of 
the hunt, that no. could not get out of the wagon. Pride was the 
only Field Trial setter In the crowd. On his return Guido said 
himself that Pride had more speed and bottom than any dog 
there; and yet he says In his challenge, that the question of bot¬ 
tom in the Field Trial setter should he settled. The above facts 
ought to have settled It in his mind, and should there beany errors 
or exaggerations about It, Guido will please correct them. 

He Is very fond of a little joke, ami nothing pleases him better 
than to make an opponent take water; but lie sometimes meets u 
Tartar. Perhaps ho will remember challenging our friend Bluff 
City to run old Guy against Stafford, and when D. C. accepted. 
The consequence was, Guido hacked water; perhaps the reason 
was that Stafford was a Field Trial Better. I will name the fol¬ 


lowing gentlemen who have owned and shot over both the native 
and the Field Trial setter, and who have discarded the native dog. 
I will meutiou first Mr. Jos. H. Dew, of Columbia, Tenuessee, 
who has handled perhaps us many native setters as any man in 
the State. He has either worked, or seen work, all of Camp¬ 
bell’s dogs. He owned Mac, Addle, and Harry; and Campbell 
said that Addie was the fastest dog he ever owned. Mr. Dew 
knows Mr. Campbell's dogs, which Guido champions just as well 
as Campbell does himself. He broke Whip, Stafford, Maude, and 
Blanche, and several others, all Field Trial setters. I have heard 
him spoken of as a gentleman of honor aud integrity, and a first- 
class sportsman (I never met him.) 

P. H. Bryson, D. Bryson, of Memphis; Capt. Henry, of Clurks- 
vllle; Capt. Taylor, of Lexington, Ky.; C. B. Whitford, the mem¬ 
bers of the St. Louis Kennel Club, and the great Mohawk, with 
his brace of queens, Peg and Blanche, ull now own Field Trial set¬ 
ters; all did own native setters and discarded them for the latter. 
I diallenge Guido to name, the same number of gentlemen; J 
call on him to name half the number; yea, a brace of gentle¬ 
men sportsmen who have given tbe Field Trial setter u fair trial 
aud have discarded him for Lhc native dog; and the names which 
I have mentioned I can double and treble. 

Guido himself has bred more dogs, I believe, than any one inun 
in Tennessee; and I believe something else—he has owned more 
bad ones. I have turned out 20 or SO brace of Field Trial pup¬ 
pies, bred in my kennel, and of all those alive to-day that have 
received a proper training, Guido cannot give ina the names of 
one brace that arc not good field dogs. 

Guido’s words aud actions do not harmonize. He pretends to 
be the native Better champion, and yet he wants to run Joe Jr. 
against, my dogs. Joe, Jr. is by Elcho, and I consider Eleho just 
as much a blue blood as any dog in my kennel. Again he has 
manifested his intention of breeding his native setter hitch 
Countess, to Gladstone, and Gladstone was bred by me, and is a 
pure Field Trial setter. Strange, indeed, that (iuido should want 
to polutc his kennel with such blood! If lie believes wlmt lie pre¬ 
tends, then let him keep on his own side of the fence. But then 
Campbell himself says that his puppies, by Elcho, are an im¬ 
provement on his old stock; 60 who knows, with the stubborn 
red man breeding to Eleho, ami Guido to Gladstone, Dog-Whip 
may not yet sing; Hark! Guido and the Cambells are coming! 

Guido refers to the wagers 1 have made. Yes, J made a 
wager, if he chooses to call it so, with Mr. Murford, to show six 
blue bloods against him at New York, mid I won it, and was 
afterwards agreeably surprised to find that Guido and my friend 
Shamrock had a little finger iu the pie. Yes, very nice, anything 
to whip the Dog-Whip; and if you can’t do it yourselves, next 
best thing is to find a substitute; blit at the crack of the Dog-Whip, 
the lads had to come to heel, and as Guido failed to send on Ids 
clothes-line, hacked natives to assist in heating the Struthmy 
dogs, 1 can only hope that some of his cash went to pay for the 
reliable American time-piece, which I now carry us a memento of 
that victory. 

Although I did introduce the Field Trial setter from Llcwel- 
liu's kennel to America, aud believe Idm, as I do, to be the best 
setter as a breed on earth; even this is no reason why I should 
stand, with satchel in hand ami check-hook in pocket, ready to 
travel from one side of the continent to the other in response to 
every dial lenge from any and every one whom it pleases to think 
their dogs arc. better than mine. Aud if Guido thinks he still lias 
some which are better, then, if all is well with me, he will have a 
good opportunity of proving that at Nashville in November next, 
und if he still has any misgivings ou the bottom question, if be 
will come to Strathroy and make arrangements for board and 
lodgings for the remainder of the sciwn for himself and some of 
the trusty natives, I am of opinion ticau sutislj; liftn by that time 
that the Field Trial setter has bottom. But to run Guido in 
Tennessee, in November, a four duys'race fVoin sunrise to sunset 
—no, thanks; not enough tea, Gutdo, in lyqiir State to support my 
nervous system during the match. Jf would lie just about, as rea¬ 
sonable for ine to ask you to come ilusru aud run the match at 
Christmas time. Perhaps you would like lie lu Aha I; if so, let me 
know. It is a notorious fact, Mr. Editor, that every one, Guido 
not excepted, who has written and talked down the Field Trial 
setter, are men who have never owned one. They all write from 
a one-sided standpoint. They know the native dog, and think he 
is the best, and they sjjcuU and write accordingly, without giving 
the other a fair and impartial trial to enable them to render an 
impartial decision.

Such air, 
such diet, and such exercise as fulls to the share 
of the sportsman in his quest for game or fish, 
would prove a boon of untold value to the dys¬ 
peptic, or the over-worked business man. As the 
sun reflected its long rays through the deep 
woodlands upon the bold shores of Butternut 
Lake, Frank and Will saw for the first time how 
exquisitely beautiful was that expanse of water. 

Clear and sparkling beneath the sunbeams, and 
the forest trees, laden with bright dew-drops 
which sciutillated and Hashed back the golden 
lustre like so many thousands of sparkling dia¬ 
monds, the entire landscape appeared at its best 
advantage,—like a section of earth's fairest re- 
trcatB, as it was in truth. The lake itself,—of 
which the reader has some idea, from the brief 
description of Smith, at Backwoods Camp—lies 
nearly due east and west, varying from one-lialf 
to three-fourths of a mile in width, and nearly 
seven miles in length, begirt with tall, thrifty 
spruce, cedar, hemlock and birch trees, forming 
a dark emerald girdle of surpassing beauty, 
stretching hack to the northward. Several 
miles Is a deep, unbroken forest of maple, birch, 
balsam, and kindred trees', and the soil, a rich, 
dark loam, or strata of vegetable mould, cover¬ 
ing the clay beneath, gave rich promise of boun¬ 
tiful yield to the farmer,—a pronfise amply veri¬ 
fied by the thrifty vegetables in the little clear¬ 
ing near the lake. Viewed from any point, the 
6ceue was decidedly picturesque and romantic, 
whether from the light skiff upon the still 
waters of the lake, with the high sloping shores 
In bold relief against the background, or from 
the dense cover of the woodB, upon the deep 
yielding mosses, where the glare of the sun, 
even at noon-day, barely penetrated the over 
hanging branches, and lit with checkered light 


and in the darkness the services of Albert, the 
guide, was not only necessary, but quite Ittdis- 
pcuslhle. His keen eye and sure foot discov¬ 
ered the line of the trail where a lese practised 
woodsman would bo wholly at fault. From the 
little hamlet the train passed onward through a 
seetiou of country varying widely from ttiat pre¬ 
viously passed—over the Chippewa river an.l on 
to the high barren rt.lges, shorn of trees by ex¬ 
tensive fires', ami from tills track the course 
lies through a densely wooded country, the train 
tolling on up grade until the crest of the famed 
Kcuokce iron ridge is passed, when the line 
ruiis onward straight as an arrow several mites 
to the northward. Before reaching tlic ridge 
the surface of tlic country is everywhere broken 
hy hills, crags, ami wild scenery; the foaming 
waters of tlic Bad river—which crosses and re- 
erossua the railway times almost without iram- 
lier—flows over boulders and loose rocks form¬ 
ing cascades anil miniature rapids along its 
course, appearing in sootll like unto a goodly 
trout stream, which it is not if the words uf 
train men and Indians are to he relied upon. 
To Hie northward of the iron ri.lgc all are trout 
streams, from the deep waters of Silver Creek— 
then discolored with eluy Trout recent ntitts— 
over which tlic train moves high in air, with 
the trees ami saplings far beneath, to the 
White river whose bridge alone Is well worth u 
Journey to see, this spans the river at a height 
of over .me hundred feet, and lias a length of 
nearly sixteen hundred feet, being, on the 
whole, one of the most remarkable structures of 
its kind in America. The net-work of braces 
and framework—iron and wood—forms a solid 
bridge, which In its strength, may lie termed 
one of the wonders of modern architecture. 

Ashland, the Northern terminus of this rail¬ 
road, Is situated upon Chequaincgim bay, which 
stretches out, like an arm from Lake Superior, 
dimly seen in the distance. The Apostle Islands, 
Bnyliciil, nn.l other points of interest, are near, 
and the recent erection of Tlic Chuquumcgno, nit 
elegant ami commodious hotel, at Ashland,gives 
the sportsman a resort of many attractions. The 
trout streams near Ashland and Bayfield, are 
said to furnish fine fishing, ami both Frank and 
Will regretted the necessity of departing with¬ 
out easting a line in a trout stream. It may he 
well to remark that the name of Chcquamegan 
hay is of Indian origin, uml is literally in the ab¬ 
original language, Cha-gu-WH-tne-kniig, signify¬ 
ing “a long, low, sandy point,” a name which 
hits been given to a point of land jutting out 
into the bay, ami the Indian name has been cor¬ 
rupted to Chequamegon, which the hay now 
bear*. Of the journey homeward, there 
is little, if anything to record. There¬ 
fore it is best to hasten to the close 
of what tlic reader tnay even now deem a 
rambling and tedious narrative of scenes and 
events. In closing, a few brief suggestions to 
the tourist, may be, not only pardonable, but 
productive of good. If in quest of musealonge 
or pike, by all means visit Butternut lake, with 
abundance of tackle, an.l, if practicable, a port¬ 
able folding boat likewise. A good and reliable 
guide may be found, in the person of Albert, 
anil the fishing, which is at its best during tlic 
early part of June and September, will be found 
unexcelled. If more a devotee of Nimrod 
than of Walton, good sport may he had near 
Westboro, uihih the Jump river, where deer are 
abundant .luring early Autumn, an.l a bear may 
perhaps Ite found, If the sportsman cares for 
wild sport. As regards wild-fowl, the waters of 
Butternut lake are said to be literally covered 
with both wild geese au.1 ducks during October. 
Thus, llte rcglondurnisbes use for both gun ami 
rod, aud is destined, if I err not greatly, to be¬ 
come a popular and famous resort for the field 
sportsman as well as the angler.
